The Coming Judicial Convention. 


A t the judicial convention yesterday 
at Rockford, for the purpose of nomi­ 
nating a supreme court judge, there 
was considerable talk among the la w ­ 
yers present as to the new judicial up- j 
portion merit bill. 
It seemed to be understood that Gov. 
Tanner would sign 
the bill. 
It Huh 
gone through both houses, and is be­ 
fore the governor now, and this morn­ 
ing's Chicago papers state that the 
governor w ill sign it today. 
It w ill 
then become a law without the em er­ 
gency clause. 
The question is whether 
the judges to bo nominated should be 
nominated in the new districts a* made 
by the apportionment bill, or in 
the 
Old districts. 
Th e m ajority were of 
the opinion that the safe way was to 
nominate the judges first in the old dis­ 
tricts, and then secondly In the new 
districts, and let the nomination papers 
b«' tiled in proper time; and 
before 
election have a proceeding brought so 
that the supreme court can pass upon 
the matte'- and it can be determined. 
In 
pursuance of this idea it wu* a r­ 
ranged that in 
this 
district there 
should be a nomination of the judges 
in the old district at 
Rockford next 
Thursday. 
Im m ediately after those 
nominations the counties comprising 
the new district, that is the counties of 
Jo Daviess, Carroll, Stephenson, Ogle 
and Lee, w ill meet through their dele­ 
gates and there nominate three judges 
from that district. 
The probabilities are that in the first 
convention the three old judges, C rab ­ 
tree, Shaw and C arver, w ill be norwin 
a ted. 
Also in the secern! convention 
the probabilities are that Judges! rub- 
trec and Shaw w ill be nominated, and 
that either Judge Stearns of Freeport 
or M r. Baum e of Galena 
will be nom­ 
inated 
as 
the 
third 
judge. 
The 
chances are in favor of Baume of G a l­ 
ena.

delphia jury in a recent libel case, con­ 
tains the essense of truth, and outlines 
the provisions of an ideal libel law: 
“ It is of the very first importance to 
the community that a malicious publi­ 
cation, intended to injure, repeated, 
avowed, not retracted, should be pun­ 
ished and punished with the utmost ser 
verity of the law. 
“ B u t if verdicts of that character 
are demanded under such a state of 
facts, it is equally true that for a libel 
not malicious but accidental, for the 
publication of a false article which o c ­ 
curred in a manner almost natural and 
excusable, the verdict should not rep­ 
resent more as compensation than thej 
facts proven testify. 
“ Th ere should be in such cases no 
‘dement of punishment, because, irn- ¡ 
portant as it is that the reckless and 
m alicious press should be punished, it j 
is equally important that a careful, . 
reputable and honorabb «pre-s should 
be defended in every 
right, because 
w hile one is an agent of oppression, 
the other is a -afeguard to liberty, c iv ­ 
ilization and happiness.■’

Shams and sophistries in matters 
political, as well as social and 
moral, 
appear to be encroaching u pon good 
common sense at this time. 
Take, for 
instance, the absu rdity of a lot of free 
silv er Popu lists celebrating- the birth 
of Thomas .Jefferson, the fou nder of a 
tru e democracy . 
The birth occasion 
was politically celebrated at ou r nation­ 
al capital by the leaders of the Popocra 
tic party and the leading speaker was 
W. J. Bry an, of Nebraska, who " a s 
ev idently in lu s talk influ enced by 
his chagrin at his defeats for President 
ascribing his misfortu ne to 
Grov er 
C lev eland, the only man elected Presi­ 
dent by the democratic party since the 
weak and v acillating .lames Bu chanan. 
Mr. Bry an had bu t little to say abou t 
Jefferson, an indication, howev er, of a 
I>it of common sense, for the reason that 
Jefferson’s v iews on the monetary qu es­ 
tion were diametrically opposed 
to 
ev ery theory adv anced by the gentle­ 
man from Nebraska. 
Bry an had not 
mu ch to say of Jefferson bu t talked 
abou t Clev eland as the cau se of his 
political woe 
T he first statement made by him 
which requ ires an> 
notice is as fol­ 
lows: 
Mr. Clev eland more than any other 
one person in the Nation is responsible 
for the prominent position which the 
money qu estion now occu pies. 
It was 
hB determination to complete the de­ 
monetization of silv er and make the 
gold standard perpetu al that arou sed 
the masses of the United States to 
activ e resistance. 


T h e T el eg r a p h is not v ery mu ch 
interested in this democratic qu arrel, 
especially so far as it may bo consid­ 
ered personally between 
Bry an and 
Clev eland; bu t we wou ld like some one 


to ex plain fo r u > ju st wherein Ex -Presi­ 
dent Clev eland is “ responsible?” 
P e r ­ 
haps, Mr. Clev eland, more than any 
one person, is responsible for the fact 
that the money sy stem of this cou ntry 
was not destroy ed by Bry an and com­ 


pany on accou nt of the bold stand he 
took in opposition to their heresies as 
to a false monometallism. 
It is tru e 
that Clev eland is “ responsible” for the 
maintenance of the v alu e of six hu nd­ 
red millions of silv er cu rrency of the 
United States at par with gold—the 
preserv ation of the so-called “ parity 
of the m etals” —in other words, for 
maintaining 
tru e 
b.metalliem 
and 
showing a tru e friendship for the w'hite 
metal. 
Bu t lay ing aside this personal qu a r ­ 
rel; what claim has the free silv er 
party u pon Jefferron as a patron saint! 
A man with ordinary common sense 
mu st know that Jefferson had no sy m­ 
pathy for a party th at wou ld adopt the 
free and u nlimited coinage of silv er at 
the present standard and discrepency 
in v alu e of the two metals u sed for 
money . 
Jefferson was an honest man, 
free from hu mbu g; one who looked 
facts in the face. 
He had no patience 
for intellect-ju gglery so common with 
Bry an writers and orators. 
Here is 
what he had to say on this silv er qu es­ 
tion. 
It was when the qu estion of a 
coinage ratio arose:he faced it fearless­ 
ly and told the whole tru th in these 
words: 
T h e real credit of the United States 
depends on the ability and the immu t­ 
ability of their will to pay their debts. 
The proportion between the v alu es of 
gold and silv er is a mercantile problem 
altogether. 
Ju st principles will load 
u s to disregard legal proportion alto­ 
gether; to inqu re into the m arke t price 
of gold in the sev eral cou ntries with 
which we shall principally bo connect­ 
ed in commerce, and to tu ke an av er­ 
age from them. 
Is it possible th a t Bry an and com­ 
pany hav e nev er read or u nderstood 
these Jeffersonian sentiments? 
Or do 
they continu e to hope th a t they can 
hoodwink the people? 
Aside from Jefferson’s opposition to 
any su ch absu rdity as th a t adv ocated 
by Bry an and company , let us consider 
the 
position 
of 
the 
democratic 
party on this qu estion, if th a t will be 
of any consolation to any man who de­ 
sires to know what 
Democracy is. 
Hero is a plank from the democratic 
platform on which Mr. Clev eland stood 
when elected 1'resident: 
W e hold to the coinage of both gold 
and 
silv er 
withou t 
discriminating 
against either metal; bu t the dollar 
u nit of coinage of both metals mu rt be of 
equ al intrinsic and ex changeable v alu e 
or be adju sted throu gh international 
agreement or by su ch safegu ards of 
legislation as shall insu re the main­ 
tenance of tin? parity of the two metals 
and the equ al power of ev ery dollar at 
ail times in the markets and in pay ­ 
ment of debts. 
M?. Clev eland simply stood by th a t 
doc*rino. 
And mark y ou , reader, the 
h n ;u ago: 
“ Both metals mu st be of 
equ al intrinsic and ex changeable v i lu e 
or oe adju sted throu gh international 
agreem ent,” etc, 
Bry an su pported th a t platform, ou t 
he u ttered in his speeches then not a 
whine abou t ou r adopting a 
coinage 
policy regardless of other cou ntries, so 
characteristic of bis demagogic talks 
of this day .

Hon. S. H. B e the a in a ne a t little 
speech the n presented the na m e of J. 
H C a r t w r i ght of Ogle county for su­ 
pre m e court judge, and his nom ination 
was m ade by acclam ation. 
T he present c e ntr a l com m ittee was 
reappointed, it being m a d e up of t he 
c ha i r m a n of e a c h 
republican county 
com m itte e or his successor.

No wadays when yo u want a light in 
the evening all yo u have to do is to turn 
a little peg, and the electric lamp be­ 
gins to glo w. Gas and o il lamps are o n­ 
ly a little mo re tro uble. But it was very 
different 100 years ago . The lighting o f 
a candle was a co mplicated pro cess and 
to o k a go o d deal o f time and skill. 
First, there was the tinderbo x. Pro b­ 
ably yo u have heard o f a ho use burning 
“ like tinder, ” but do yo u kno w what 
tinder really is? Our grandfathers made 
it by lighting a piece* o f co tto n clo th at 
tin' fireplace and allo wing it to char. 
This was placed in a shallo w, ro und tin 
bo x, so mething like the bo x no w used 
fo r sho e blacking. 
Matches were made by splitting thin 
pieces o f wo o d into many pieces and ty­ 
ing them to gether in ro und bundles. 
Then when tla* brimsto ne, the o ld name 
fo r sulphur, was bro ken up and melted 
bo th ('lids o f these bundles o f sticks wi re 
dipped into it. 
Thus o ld fashio ned 
matches were burned at bo th ends. 
In lighting a lamp o r candle the tin- 
do rbo x was o pened, then the flint and 
steel struck to gether, dro pping a spark 
o n the tinder, into which o ne end o f a 
match was put as quickly as po ssible 
and tin* candle lighted. 
This do ne, the 
co ver was shut do wn o n the tinderbo x 
to smo ther the lighted tinder and to 
save it. Tin* match was also extinguish­ 
ed at o nce, to use the go o d end next 
time. 
And by the time tho candle was light­ 
ed supper was ready. 
Weren’t tho se

Go ldfish are so ex tremely co mmo n 
no waday s that few peo ple ev er sto p to 
wo nder where they co me fro m o r ho w 
they are raised. Co mparativ ely little is 
g enerally kno wn abo u t the little co ld 
blo o ded v ertebrates that swim abo u t in 
the aqu ariu ms in so many ho mes. 
The 
pets requ ire a carefu l and sy stematic 
raising that is scarcely appreciated by 
tho se who ex pect to g et them fo r small 
prices o f dealers in the city . 
The larg est g o ldfish farm in the wo rld, 
if it may be called su ch, is lo cated in 
Shelby co u nty , Ind., abo u t 8 0 miles 
fro m Indianapo lis. 
Here the o rig inal 
g o ldfish men o f the co u ntry hav e their 
pro pag ating institu tio n. 
There are two farms, sev eral miles 
apart, which are dev o ted to the differ­ 
ent branches o f the indu stry . 
In the 
no rth part o f the co u nty is o ne farm o f 
eig ht o r ten acres. 
The o ther is a few 
miles farther so u th and is abo u t half 
ag ain as larg e as the first o ne. 
To day there are in the v ario u s po nds 
o f Spring Lake fishery o v er 200,000 fish, 
fro m which specimens are co nstantly 
being sent to ev ery state and territo ry 
o f the Unio n. It is ev en said that so me 
o f the finest fisfi in the ro y al aqu ariu ms 
o f Eu ro pe were raised by Mr. Sho u p 
and his partner at this farm. 
On each o f the farms spo ken o f are a 
larg e nu mber o f small po nds, so me o f 
them no t mu ch larg er than ten feet 
squ are. 
These po nds are all co nnected 
w ith each o ther by little channels, so 
that the water and fish can be let fro m 
o ne to the o ther witho u t the least diffi­ 
cu lty . 
The breeding po nds, which are, o f 
co u rse, the mo st impo rtant, are pro tect­ 
ed fro m the wind and co ld by hig h em­ 
bankments aro u nd the edg es. 
This is 
all the pro tectio n that is necessary fo r 
the fish, ev en in the winter time, so it 
is seen that, altho u g h the fish are u n­ 
do u btedly delicate, they are mu ch mo re 
hardy than is g enerally su ppo sed. 
Sev eral times a y ear the fish are so rted 
in the different po nds and classified so 
that the larg est and finest o nes w ill be 
to g ether, and tho se which will no t bring 
su ch g o o d prices will bo by themselv es. 
Many peo ple su ppo se that when the 
g o ldfish is first hatched fro m the eg g it 
lias the pecu liar pretty marking s o n its 
scales which make it so beau tifu l and 
v alu able. 
This is no t the case. In its y o u th in 
reality the fish is ju st the same as any 
o rdinary and ev ery day lish, and lo o ks 
like it fo r all the wo rld. Ev en an ex pert 
co u ld scarcely tell it fro m the little 
minno ws which are fo u nd in any stream. 
They are cf a whitish, silv ery co lo r, 
and hav e no t the least ev idence o f the 
beau tifu l hu es which they will later as­ 
su me. 
So metimes, 
ho wev er, the 
g o ldfish 
g ro wer is sadly disappo inted in finding 
that his fish fail to acqu ire the g o lden 
tin t fo r which he has so lo ng been lo o k­ 
ing in v ain. There hav e been many in­ 
stances time and ag ain in which the fish 
nev er did chang e to the reddish co lo r, 
bu t g rew to be sev eral y ears o ld, retain­ 
ing their white, silv ery , y o u thfu l co m­ 
plex io n. 
Ordinarily , ho wev er, the fish 
dev elo p the g o lden shade in less than a 
y ear. 
First, they beg in g etting dark, so me­ 
times beco ming almo st black. Fro m the 
dark co mplex io n they beg in tu rning to 
the reddish shade, and finally co mo o u t 
in all their g lo ry , fu ll flo dg ed g o ldfish. 
The fo o d has no t, as many peo ple 
su ppo se, the least thing to do w ith co l­ 
o ring the fish. 
All the fish are fed ex ­ 
actly the same thing , to asted bread two 
o r three times a week, and no thing else 
is g iv en them fo r their su bsistence. The 
su n seems to be the necessary ag ent and 
the o nly o ne to co mplete the scheme o f 
natu re, and ev en this so metimes do t's 
no t wo rk su ccessfu lly . 
The g reatest difficu lty with which the 
g o ldfish raiser has to co ntend is the pest 
wo rld. 
Snakes, cats, co o ns, fro g s and 
insects innu merable are all fell destro y ­ 
ers o f the g o ldfish, and the crawfish is 
by no means a seco nd in the destru ctio n 
which he can wo rk when he g ets in the 
neig hbo rho o d o f the finny tribe. 
So me 
o ne mu st be kept co nstantly o n watch 
at the seaso n o f the y ear when these in­ 
sects and little animals abo u nd to see 
that they do no t g et into the water o f 
the po nd where the fish are. 
The sting o f so me insects w ill kill a 
fish in almo st ev ery instance. 
Snake 
feeders and so me o ther well kno wn in­ 
sects fly clo se to the su rface o f the wa­ 
ter in the su mmer time and with the 
g reatest ease to u ch the tiny little fish 
swimming near the su rface o f the po o l. 
An eg g is laid o n the fish o r a sting er 
inserted, and either will inv ariably 
pro v e fatal. 
The freaks and u nu su al dev elo pments 
in the fish are the v arieties which will 
alway s bring the best prices in the mar- 
l ke t Odd and rare co lo rs and spo ts u po n 
the scales are the marks which are pre­ 
ferred by fanciers. 
Unu su al shapes in 
[the fishes are equ ally po pu lar w ith o ddi­ 
ties in co lo rs and will cau se a fish to 
bring as g o o d a price as if it had o rang e 
I o r pu rple scale s. 
In phy sical dev elo pments the g reat 
(v arieties are in resp< ct to the tail. < hu 
I nev er finds two headed fish, bu t tho se 
with mo re than o ne tail are plentifu l. 
[Two , three, fo u r and fiv e tails ar*- qu ite 
I o ften fo u nd o n the fish and so metimes 
ev en six , bu t the latter is v ery rare. Of 
co u rse a fish with six tails wo u ld bring 
|a handso me price in any m arket 
Go ldfish are o ften killed by o v erat- 
|tentio n, bu t so metimes by lack o f atten­ 
tio n, 
The two thing s which abo v e all 
Sho u ld be av o ided are o v erfeeding them 
and failu re x< keep fresh water in the 
aqu ariu m. An ev en, mo derate tempera­ 
tu re sho u ld be maintained,, and they 
sho u ld be kept in tho dark at nig ht.—

Which Walked With It* Va« ter Abo u t the 
Streets «»« Berlin, 
Of all the eat tribe, leo pards are the 
easiest to tann and teach, if they are 
captu red whiV- y o u ng . 
When they are 
o ld, their s . >:e habits hav e beco me 
fix ed, and it 
almo st impo ssible then 
to tame tin m 
Thirty y ears ag o a cu rio u s and well 
kno wn sig ht, o n the streets o f Berlin 
was Vo n der Madliern with his tame 
leo pard. Baro n v o n der Madliern, when 
a y o u ng man, was fo r sev eral y ears 
German co nsu l in Eg y pt. 
While there 
an Arab friend presented him with a 
y o u ng leo pard. 
It was o nly a few day s 
o ld, its ey es no t o pen y et. 
The y o u ng 
baro n determined to make a pet o f the 
leo pard and train and treat it like a do g . 
The leo pard was nev er co nfined in a 
cag e, bu t was alway s allo wed fu ll lib­ 
erty and was well fed and petted. 
He 
slept o n a co mfo rtable ru g in his mas­ 
ter’s ro o m, and if the nig ht was co ld 
crept u po n his m aster’s bed and shared 
it with him. 
Thro u g h the day , indo o rs 
and o u t, he fo llo wed Vo n der Madliern 
abo u t like a faithfu l do g and display ed 
a do g ’s affectio n fo r his master. 
He g rew by and by into a handso me 
creatu re, o ne o f the larg est o f his spe­ 
cies and finely marked. 
When he had 
been in Vo n der M adliem ’s po ssessio n 
abo u t two y ears, the baro n was recall­ 
ed to Berlin and to o k the animal back 
with him. 
In Berlin the leo pard o ccu ­ 
pied the same place in his m aster’s 
ho u se that he had do ne befo re and fo l­ 
lo wed the baro n abo u t the streets in the 
same way . 
At first the sig ht o f the creatu re 
stalking so lemnly alo ng beside the man 
created qu ite a sensatio n in the city , 
and peo ple cro wded to see them pass. 
Bu t it g rew to be an ev ery day matter, 
which o nly attracted o ccasio nal no tice 
fro m strang ers o r children. 
The animal liv ed to be abo u t 15 y ears 
o ld and died mu ch lamented by all who 
knew it. 
His sto ry seems to pro v e 
that the wildness o f su ch animals is o n­ 
ly slig htly inherited, and that their bet­ 
ter natu re may u su ally be bro u g ht o u t 
by pro per treatment. — Ou r Animal 
Friends.

T he H o ly H o iio e L iiretto . 
Abo u t 15 miles so u th o f Anco na o n 
the main line is the statio n o f Lo retto , 
and o n the hillside, abo u t 8 miles fro m 
the -ea, stands the city . 
To wering far 
abo v e the to wn rise tie* g reat do me and 
campanile o f the wo nderfu l fo rtified 
chu rch which shelters within it the San­ 
ta casa, o r ho ly ho u se, ev ery y ear the 
o bject o f pilg rimag e o f so many tho u ­ 
sands o f the faithfu l. 
On entering the 
chu rch o ne sees at o nce, standing u nder 
the do me,a strang e lo w chapel co v ered 
with white marble carv ing and g leam­ 
ing scu lptu re. 
A ho st o f six teenth cen­ 
tu ry artists—chief amo ng them Sanso ­ 
v ino —carried o u t Bramantes’ desig n fo r 
the marble casing o f the ho ly ho u se. 
Bu t in striking co ntrast to the rich ex -* 
terio r are the plain and ro u g h sto ne 
walls o f the interio r. The innu merable 
silv er lamps g iv e a dim relig io u s lig ht, 
and the jewels o n the imag e o f the Ma­ 
do nna and the Child—a wo nderfu l black 
imag e, carv ed, it is said, by St. Lu ke 
fro m cedar o f Lebano n—scintillate in 
the g lo o m like innu merable stars. 
Su ch is the ho ly ho u se which ang els 
are said to hav e bro u g ht fro m Nazareth 
in the thirteenth centu ry in o rder to 
sav e it fro m desecratio n by the infidel. 
Bu t the ho u se was no t bro u g ht immedi­ 
ately to Lo retto . The ang els placed it 
first o n a hillto p near Fiu me, o n the 
Dalmatian sho re. 
There it stay ed fo r 
three y ears, when it was mo v ed ag ain 
and depo sited in a wo o d o n the o ppo site 
site side o f the Adriatic, near Ro canati. 
The wo o d was a lau rel wo o d, and the 
ho u se was co nsequ ently called do mu s 
lau retana, o r ho u se o f Lo retto . 
Twice 
mo re, ho wev er, the ho u se was miracu ­ 
lo u sly mo v ed sho rt distances, till it was 
at leng th placed in its present po sitio n, 
no t a v ery co nv enient o ne, it mig ht 
hav e been imag ined, fo r it was then the 
middle o f the pu blic ro ad. 
It seems almo st u nnecessary to say 
that there hav e been tho se that hav e 
made merry at this frequ ent “ transla­ 
tio n” o f the ho ly ho u se, y et an innu ­ 
merable m u ltitu de o f the g reat o nes o f 
the earth, inclu ding many po pes and 
king s, hav e paid ho mag e to this black 
Mado nna in its ru de sto ne co ttag e.— 
Westminster Gazette.

the fermentatio n sto pped. 
The ancient 
Ro mans u sed ensilag e, and its v alu e 
was redisco v ered 40 y ears ag o by Go f- 
faru , a Frenchman.—New* Yo rk Po st.
